This Logins our fifth year of publication of the magazine and. tho 
sixth year of our v/orl: as a society . and' looking back over the past 
years, what a vista of enlightenment . and experinoces it has boon. 

The Society itself bcagn in 1953, first as a small local 
group interested in tho subject, thon a little later joining up with 
Edgar Jarrold as a 3 tate branch of the Aust. F.S. Bureau. 

The very sudden and rather mysterious folding up of thfct 
society under his leadership caused us to have to• reorganise our pro-' 
gramme and tho Society now known as the A.F.S.R.S. came into being. 

It was found necessary to produce our own magazine, honco 
the journal before you. 

The Society President at the request of tho few remaining 
members of tho now extinct Bureau journeyed to NSW. to help them re¬ 
organise. raid from this and two further visits a healthy Branch of 
the A.F.S.R.S was formed. and flourished fob over twelve months* 
and many deep and lasting mutual friendships were formed. 

Regretably however certain of the N.S.W. loaders strongly 
objected to the National Presidents open insistence that ALL avenues 
of thought must bo investigated in the quest of the F.S* knowledge 
including the RELIGIOUS one. and because of this , suddenly without 
notice and warning , due to that, inf luenco, the society was informed 
that the N.S.W. Branch had decided to make a complete break, without 
any attempt of discussion of possible mutual understanding, and form 
a society knOW^ pp the U.F.O. Investigation Centre of N.S.W. 


This set back however did not cause us to disintegrate as, 
was G;recocted, or cease from our activity , instead wo continued to 
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prosper and tha magazine grow , despite many set backs and seaming 
insurmountable difficulties financially and in product!on.and op¬ 
position • W 0 thank our readers for their sympathetic understand 
ing in 'those difficult days , the encouraging words amidst a few 
sneers from o few who were once our friends who now strangely be¬ 
came antagonistic and belittled our struggling efforts. 

Determined to ignore such and aid any who sort our aid, vis-' 
its worn mado to Melbourne where a flourishing Branch of the Scty« 
wad formed which later became the Vicorian F.S. Rscho Scty. 

Queensland then availed itself of the Presidents aid * and 
the Queensland P.S. Rsch Bureau, as a sister society benefited 
from his visit by the public interest aroused and its ranks be¬ 
came consolidated, and strengthened as a result. 

The following Year Perth in West. Aust . the smallest Scty. 
of all , sent a call for help and agean wo answered it and visited 
thoni , and helped them gaina clearer picture of what the cc on mind 
ed approach meant. 

The result was a new Society with Mr Locke as Secretary was 
formed and began its work with Mrs. B» Perkins conducting,another 
group. 

From all these visits knowledge was not only imparted but 
gained to enlarge the already attained ision. Friendships of 
mutual understending were formed which have lasted despite differ 
onces of opinion, and looking in retrospect to those years and 
visits wo are indeed happy to have been so used in some small way 
to make such aii&incos and extend mutual help, to enable the work 
of the F.S. cause grow in Australia. 

Meanwhile the International F*3* family continued to grow 
and wo found ourselves adding to an already largo overseas contact 
list of seekers, country after country being added to our list and 
exchanges of magazines and correspondence in many languages, which 
required interpreters to our staff. 

All the while the magazine has contended for its principles 
and on every hand wo have rocieved encouragement and help with 
many congratulations for the matter printed in our pages, and hero 
we thank our readers for such . 

So much for thoughts in retrospect. , Wh&t of the Future? 
What field of .Investigation will prove the greatest to reveal what 
lies behind this great riddle of this age. ?/ Will there bo more 
factual sightings, and more landings? Will the Fsychic and the 
factual workers grow further apart . or bo drawn closer together? 
Will the contact visits bo mere often accompanied by greater proof? 

All these fchigns crowd ones mind as wo ondevor to peer into 
the future , but one thing ( is certain UNITY above all is vitally

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The tremendous strides which science has made, in recent 
times have culminated in releasing nuclear energy and sending 
up artificial moons to circle around the earth* These 
achievements inspire hope that within measurable time space 
stations may bo established and interplanetary communication 
may become a possibility, and ultimately the'dream of exploring 
the cosrpos may be realised. 


The credit for those achievements goes to the combined 
efforts and technical shill of a. number of scientists, who, 
liberally encouraged and helped by their governments, made their 
individual'contributions at different stages and thus heralded 
the ago of nuclear energy, .But this is only a prelude to a 
more marvellous age of space travel. 


On two engrossing problems depends the fate of the w orld 
and the future of mankind. However gratifying the progress 
made 3n the realm of science may have been, it has now brought 
the world to the brink of utter ruin if a single false step is 
taken. , The mounting tension among the Great Powers, armed with 
nuclear weapons, may at any time result in a global war 
the 'consequences of which arc too appalling to imagine. The 
face of the earth would be distorted out of shape; the human 
race would bo wiped away, ana the survivors, if any, would be 
reduced to the most primitive conditions of living, civilisation 
and science becoming things of the past. 

To avert such a dire calamity and colossal devastation is 
the most important function of the United Nations Organisation.

The other problem equ.al.ly fraught with the gravest con¬

It is too late in the day now to deny the existence of 
PLYING- OBJECTS FROM OUTER SPACE. Attempts tp explain them away 
have, to say tho least, proved simply puerile. Innumerable 
sightings by hundreds of observers the world over, and their 
authentic cvidenco are so overwhelming that even the mighty 
governments can no moro mislead tho people or conceal the 
obvious facts. Political reasons bay have some justification 
for avoiding panic among the people but tho frequency with 
which tho unidentified foreign objects have boon appearing leave 
no’ room for doubt in tho minds of reasonable persons that the 
denizens of other planets have already achieved what our scientists 
are only striving for an' in which they are still in the initial 
stages. 

There is no remedy for the attitude of cynical scepticism. 
Those who are dotemined to shut their eyes to the obvious can 
nevor be convinced. In the highest quarters the reality of 
t esc objects and their spatial origin is admitted. There is 
now abundance of literatu o on the subject, press reports and 
current journals, the perusal of v/hich will convince any inquiror 
who cares to know the truth. The massed evidence of the flying 
saucers and space ships has been supported by photographs and 
the testimony of observers whoso veracity cannot be doubted. 

For ages man believed that the earth was the centre of the 
universe and that he was at the top of the created beings. 
Entertaining such notions about his own superiority and his 
domain it is naturally difficult for him to admit readily a lower 
position for himself and for the earth in the solar system. 

Fow he has to realise the fact that he is not the kind of the 
universe. He did not believe that the planets or stars had any 
living beings. The scientist also, till the other day, pro¬ 
claimed that the moon and Mars could not sustain life as known 
upon the earth.

Man will 
have to give up his unscientific notions and sacrifice his ego 
when accepting the latest discoveries made by the scientist and 
the astromoner. In the Middle Ages the defiance of the 
prevailing faith and challenge to supersitition meant torture 
and death, but in the present age of science one can smother 
truth and refuse to accept an established fact with impunity.

Astronomers have been keenly w atching mystenous activities 

on the.surface of the moon. Scientists tell us that there is 
no atmosphere there, and consequently no life can exist there. 
Extremes of temperature, too, cannot allow any living creature 
to survive. But those surmises are based upon the conditions 
.. required bjr man for his existence. There may be life there 
of some kind to which the physical conditions are congenial. 

In recent times dome-like structures and a big bridge have 
appeared on tho surf aco. So there may be a moon race or a base 

may have boon formed there by the inhabitants of Mars or some 
other planet. If Russians claim to reach the moon within 
twenty years, the more advanced denizens of some planets may 
be already there by their superior scientific knowledge. 

Flying saucers have not only appeared in our skies but 
landed too. George Adamski has had the unique good fortune 
of not only photographing a flying saucer but also meeting 
an occupant of it who came from Venus and seeing the inside of 
a space ship. Relating his extraordinary experience, he and 
his companions swore an affidavit before a notary public. 

His books "Flying Saucors have Landed" and "Inside the Space 
Ships" are convincing and are of absorbing interest.

‘ ill-treat t!cm 0 It is conceivable that mass landings wall 
talcs place when peace prevails on earth and there is no danger 
’ of a global war. 

Thus wo see that, the UNO has a double role t© play * 

firstly, to establish peace here and eliminate the fear of war,- 
and secondly., to organise world opinion for a friendly attitude 
towards the visitors from outer space and ensure their safety. 

It may safely bo predicted that the visitors, if properly 
welcomed 1 and treated with due consideration, may s how us 'the 
way to peace and prosperity never known before, and usher us into 
e Golden Age in which 'the conquest cf space will become a 
reality.

■ ROTE !L .BOTTLE ECHO Of JOYITA MYSTERY 
An Australian wine Lot ; .lccons.thing a note purporting to have come 
from the ill fated cabin cruiser Jcyita was picked up on Whiritoa 
Beach , eight miles north of Waihi, on Inure . afternoon. 

It was heavily encruscod with barnacles. 

Tho finders Two men and a woman , believe the note to he a 
hoax. , 

It read 9 Abandoning ship. Strange circular metallic object 
forcing us aboard it. Help us. Stewart. Joyita. tt 

A small diagram of a flying saucer was also included.None 
of the European members of the crew nor any passengers was named 
Stsvrar t. 

The Joyita was reported overdue at Apia on Oct.. 7th 1955 
and the wreckage was found a month later. 

According to Mr. A.V/.B. Rowell, concliolegist at tho Auck¬ 
land >ar Memorial Museum, the siso of the barnacles showed that 
the bottle had been in the sea for at least two years. Some of 
them were fully grown . 

The above has certain facts which are certainly interesting 
some of which could, help to prove if the thing was a complete 
hoax. for instance the drift of the ocean which carried the hot*? 
tie which cue cannot deny its length Of time in the water, 
further a complete and thorough investigation as to whether there 
was anyone kt all aboard which such a name Christian or surname 
or nickname, for it must be remembered that the report above says 
H lions of the European members’ 1 this does not mention any other 
nantionality. possibly of the crew who may have had such a name 
many natives have English names. 

Now to add. to the above irtr-igusing facts we have been able 
to dig up from the files of our worthy friend and co-worker Dan 
Saunders of tuw Zealand, the following rather* co-relative details 
which he has made available to us.

Wq quote as an instance the huge earthquake in China last 
year. of gigantic proportions. , something surely of world inter 
est . and many more such could be cited, a.nd whilst the bottle 
incident could not be classed as of groat interest, or the facts

The very fact of the suppression of tho nows can mean one 
thing only . it is evidently desired that NOT TOO MUCH ENQUIRY 
will bo made, for the public may find out something which they 
are not wanted to know. 

It is possible that tho above Joyita case is such anoth¬ 
er one that officialdom is not too anxious to release the whole 
facts about. 

Hero in Australia we have another case before our hotico 
of a ship which cannot be found, and whoso disappearance is sur¬ 
rounded with mystery and intrigue, wo quota the “Ian Crouch 11 
and we await farther details of this, so far enquiries are still 
being made, but such have reached no suitable explanation of 
the case. 

It is certain that it would bo foolish to connect all 
disappearing ships with the Plying Saucer subject, and we certain 
1 y do not desire to convoy that impression , but when certain in¬ 
cidents follow a pattern then it at least calls for some enquiry 
as to the possibilty of there being some connection. 

Wq hopo our readers will find the above of intorest.and 
will welcome any theories or clear cut exposures of any flaws in 
the above case.

man that was standing by the fence, gave me a sign that quite clearly gave mo 
to understand act to come -any closer to the machine* Of course, 1 went no 

further, end decided to go to the fence to see what he was doing there. Ho 
was studying the barbed wire and vrs touching it with his fingers* Some sheep 
that h;d first run away, came back and approached the spot, I saw that the 
stronger looked at them with interest- With words and gestures "I asked him if 
ne wished to have one as e present, but the man didn 5 t seem t o understand and 
maae e. negative gesture* Vfh&t happened then., 1 can't tell toe veil because it- 
happened too quickly,, The man voire back to the roc nine and sudden - I was 
alone. c The strange "plane went up vertically and climbed in jO feet high, 

Horn thorn it flew away sat a greed speed in a diagonal direction and in a. moment 
had disappeared in the west* 
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The creatures were of middle height, wide shouldered, blond, with long 
hair that blew up with the wind 0 Their faces were so alike that they could 
have been twins. They didn’t look like normal people, because of their 
slunting eyes and their deadly pale faces. The. paleness of their faces was 
so intense that their faces looked like those of the dead. They seemed quite 
strong. The strange men were dressed in light brown uniforms, which were made 
made out of one piece like overalls. The trousers were very narrow and seemed 
to be connected with the shoes. The shces had open heels, and the footprints 
which they left behind showed that quite clearly. The whole occurrence happened 
within 5 minutes. The strange flying machine was big and had a diameter of at 
least 50 feet. It seemed to have been made out of light yellow metal and had 
a brillant glare. After the departure of the ’plane, I inspected the ground, 
underneath where it had been hovering. I found nothing, except the air remained 
cool around for some time.” 

Mr. A is 50 years old. He had been interviewed several times by the 
authorities who had come from Porte Alegre to investigate. We can expect that 
he has given the just and correct details and the truth of what he thought to be 
the truth. He told that he had never read any science fiction stories. He 
had never heard of flying saucers or of space people from other planets. That 
is what he said. He seemed to be very surprised when they asked him about that. 
He seemed to believe that the visitors came from another land. 

The ’’Asapress” sent the story out some days later through the radio broadcast 
and it was published in one of the Rio newspapers. On the 15th January, 1955 
the reporter Yaca Martino published (one of the best U.F.O. researchers) a 
successful report about the incident in the magazine ”C. Cruzeiro”, whereby 
hs had photos of the witness and of the place of investigation.
